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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's response to the office action of 5/28/04 is acknowledged on 09/07/04. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 11 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Walmsley et al. (US Patent No. 5,207,429) in view of Cornett (US Patent No. 
5.465,972). 

With regards to claim 1 , Walmsley discloses a device comprising: 

• A turret (17) including a laser emitting aperture; 

• A body having an axis (1 9), the turret being axially rotatably affixed to the body 
(see column 6, lines 23-27); 

• A lockable articulated support arm (33. see column 5. lines 12+) projecting 
radially from the body; 

• A clamp (31 ) for attaching the ami to a putter shaft; and 

• The articulated arm being adjustable (33. see column 5, lines 12+). 

With regards to claim 11. Walmsley discloses the invention as recited above including 
means for both locking and clamping and arm (when referring to Fig. 5. item 38 is used 
similar purpose). 
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Walmsley discloses the invention as recited above but fails to teach the use of a remote 
switch. However, Cornett teaches the use of a remote switch (28). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide a 
remote switch as taught by Cornett in the Walmsley device in order to allow the golfer to 
turn on or tum off the lighting mechanism conveniently, easily, and as needed basis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2-8, 10, 12, and 14-16 stand objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 09/07/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the "turret" 17 of the Wamsley's reference is not rotatbly affixed to 
the "body" 19. However, Walmsley states that the "turret" is rotatably affixed to the body 
in column 6, lines 23-34. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., that Wamsley's arm has not articulated joints) are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
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the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Applicant argues that the "Wamsley's amn is not clamped to the putter's shaft. 
However, split-coupling 31 is considered as a clamp element and holds the light 
mechanism attached to shaft 25 as shown on Fig.2.
